INTRODUCTORY 


The Department of Correspondence Courses, Central Hindi Directorate 
(Ministry of Human Resource Development) has been conducting 
Hindi Correspondence Courses for non-Hindi speaking Indians and 
foreigners in the country and abroad. This arrangement offers the 
facility of ‘own time self-study’ where one receives regular guidance, 
tutorial instructions and lessons at home. 


The scheme which was started in the year 1968, has proved very 
popular among the cross-sections of the multilingual Indian society 
and among various nationalities throughout the globe. About

LESSON PLAN & METHOD OF TEACHING 
There will be 22 lessons and Response-Sheets in all. Out of 
them 2 lessons will be in the form of solved Model Question 
Papers. Each monthly kit will contain :

(iii) Ancillary literature wherevor necessary. 
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(2) The Response Sheets will contain practice material, questions 
and exercises which are required to be attempted by the students 
and returned to the Directorate for evaluation within one 
month.

IX SYLLABUS, COURSE OF STUDIES 4 EXAMINATION. 


The Syllabus for the Certificate Course in Hindi will be as 
follows : 


(a) During the one year term, the students will be supplied 
with 22 lessons and Response-sheets in addition to periodic 
Supplementary books and reinforcement material. 


(b) The examination will take place in the first week of May 
in the subsequent year. 


(c) The purpose of the examination is to test the language skill 
acguired by the students and not their tetual knowledge. 


(d) There will be two papers of three hours duration each. 
Each paper will carry maximum of 75 marks. 
(i) QUESTION PAPER-I 


This Paper will be designed to test the students’ comprehension of the 
texts included in the lessons. Questions will be broadly based on the 
following books. 

(a) Hindi Reader--I 


(A compilation of all the text portions included in the lessons) 


(b) A book for non-detailed study.

This Paper will be designed to test the students’ skill in expressing 
themselves in Hindi and their grasp of the structure and the applica- 
tional aspect of Functional Hindi. Ouestions will be based on Trans- 
lation, Letter-writing, Composition and Applied Grammar. In addition 
to the monthly Lesson-kits, help-books comprising of General Essays, 
Letter Writing, and Situational Conversation & Translation, will also 
be sent to the students. 


TUTORIAL MARKS. 
A maximum of 50 marks will be reserved for the tutorial work, ie. 
the students’ performance on the response-sheets and the regularity 
with which they had pursued the studies. Tutorial marks are added to 
the aggregate marks obtained in the two writtenpapers in the ratio 
of 25:75 respectively. 


The minimum pass marks are 50%. Candidates obtaining 60% and 


above will be placed in First Division and those obtaining 75% and 
above will be declared as having passed with distinction.

Besides, the 
students are also provided individual guidance during the 
period and their problems and difficulties are attended to.

(B) CIVIL SERVICES HINDI COURSE

of North-Eastern States (Arunachal Pradesh, Nagaland, Manipur, Mizoram, 
Meghalaya and Sikkim) whose mother tongue is not included in the Eighth 
Schedule of the Constitution, and who opt for Hindi under Compulsory
